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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits, on page 2 of the remarks, that 
the reason for Examiner's failure to consider references AO, AP and AQ listed on the Information Disclosure Statement filed 27 September 
2008 is not understood. Examiner notes that (as stated in said IDS), translations of each of the foreign documents was not provided. Thus, 
the references will not be considered. Applicant submits, on pages 2-3 of the remarks, that Liu does not disclose code for activating or 
deactivating the continuous system equations. Examiner notes that the cited portions of Liu (4.1 and 4.2) disclose the inclusion of 
breakpoints in the simulation. By definition, a breakpoint will signal the simulator to stop execution, thus deactivating the system equations. 
Applicant submits, on pages 3-4, that Examiner's position regarding the citing of section 4.3 for both (d) and (f) is inconsistent. Examiner 
notes that the section teaches discrete state transitions, but is not limited to just one discrete state transition. Both (d) and (f) claim calling 
an additiional process when the second event occurs. Section 4.3 states that whenever the guard expression evaluates to be true, a 
discrete state transition may take place. 
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
